Kao of 5,870,734 teaches file system using a virtual node architecture to create file directory, re-mapping of the file systems, 
copying files and directory. The viewpathing concept allows each user to search files in different directories in the order specified by the 
- VPATH variable in the user environement (see fig. 9 and abstract) and the path name traversal is done by a look-up routine, which takes 
path name and return a pointer to the vnode which the path represents (col. 6, lines 28-67). 

Pinkoski of 5,742,817 teaches the file handle including the unique value and file system identification (abstract and fig. 2, col. 4, lines 8- 
32). 

In combination, Kao and Pinkoski teach transferring the request of an operation over the communications link to the different servers 
(Pinkoski - as shown in fig. 2 and col. 4, lines 8-28) and using the message to locating the file in the different path (abstract, col. 3, lines 
12-22 and col. 5, lines 1-30). 
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
